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For  the  school  year  which  ends  in  June,  1921,  we  have  been  able  to 
maintain  twenty  weeks  in  all  the  schools.  After  receiving  the 
amounts  of  the  common  school  fund  and  the  school  mill  fund  from 
the  State,  it  became  at  once  apparent  that  we  could  not  run  the 
Winter  terms  without  a  large  overdraft.  After  consideration  of  the 
matter,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  continue  the  schools  and  have  a 
nine  week  term.  The  laws  of  the  State  require  a  thirty  week  school 
year  as  a  minimum.  For  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils  it  seemed 
much  better  to  have  the  school  continued  than  to  close  and  be  obliged 
to  maintain  a  long  Spring  term.  It  is  evident  beyond  any  question 
that  scholars  will  do  a  much  larger  amount  of  work,  with  more  profit 
to  themselves,  during  the  earlier  weeks  of  the  school  year  than 
during  the  closing  weeks  in  the  spring. 

The  town  should  make  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  maintain 
more  than  the  required  thirty  weeks  of  school.  All  the  texts  used  in 
the  schools  are  written  on  a  basis  of  thirty-six  or  forty  weeks.  It  is 
nearly  impossible  in  the  one  teacher  rooms  to  cover  the  required 
amount  of  work  in  thirty  weeks.  To  many  children  it  is  a  burden  to 
attempt  to  do  the  work  in  this  length  of  time.  At  least  thirty-three 
weeks  should  be  given  for  the  year's  work.  I  suggest  that  you  give 
this  matter  your  careful  and  serious  consideration. 

TEACHERS 

I  am  unable  to  report  upon  the  work  of  the  teachers  during  the 
Spring  term.  From  an  examination  of  the  registers  there  appears  to 
have  been  a  fair  average  attendance  in  each  of  the  schools. 

It  seemed  a  serious  matter  to  secure  teachers  for  the  opening  of 
the  school  year  and  was  further  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  sufficient 
funds  were  not  available  to  compete  with  surrounding  towns  in  the 
matter  of  salary.  We  were,  however,  fortunate  in  securing  local 
teachers  who  realized  the  financial  situation  and  accepted  their 
several  positions.  With  one  exception  the  work  in  the  schools  dur- 
ing the  Fall  term  appeared  to  be  successful.  Miss  Davis  resigned  at 
the  end  of  the  ninth  week  and  the  position  was  filled  by  Miss  Everett 
who  contined  the  work  to  the  end  of  the  term.  In  accepting  these 
positions,  our  local  teachers  made  a  sacrifice  in  a  financial  way,  for 
which,  while  they  will  not  be  compensated  financially,  they  should 
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be  commended  for  their  loyalty  and  receive  the  gratitude  of  the  town's 
citizenship. 

The  work  of  the  school  in  West  Corinth  was  somewhat  broken  up  by 
the  resignation  of  the  teacher  in  the  midst  of  the  Winter  term.  Miss 
Mitchell  had  signed  a  contract  with  the  former  superintendent  to 
remain  for  the  year,  but  the  lure  of  a  better  salaried  position  had  its 
effect  and  she  tendered  her  resignation.  The  loss  of  Miss  Mitchell 
from  the  teaching  force  of  the  town  cannot  help  being  distinctly  felt, 
and  should  serve  as  a  warning  that  the  salary  is  some  inducement  to 
those  who  take  up  teaching  as  a  profession.  This  vacancy  was  filled 
by  Miss  Everett,  who,  again  very  kindly  assisted  in  bridging  over  a 
difficult  situation. 

The  teachers  have  worked  hard  for  the  success  of  your  schools,  and 
are  deserving  of  your  cordial  assistance  and  co-operation.  It  is  your 
duty  to  give  them  your  aid  in  whatever  they  undertake  for  the  welfare 
of  the  schools,  and  your  presence  in  the  rooms  for  a  frequent  visit 
will  greatly  aid  them  in  their  efforts. 

EAST  CORINTH  ACADEMY 

I  very  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  this  institution. 

REPAIRS 

No  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  school  buildings  during 
the  year.  Instead  of  purchasing  new  seats  for  the  primary  room 
which  were  badly  needed,  we  moved  the  seats  from  the  Trimm  school 
building,  which  was  closed,  to  the  primary  room.  This  saved  con- 
siderable expense.  Minor  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  Bean's 
Mills  and  Robieville  school  buildings.  The  West  Corinth  school 
building  has  received  the  following  repairs:  Floor  leveled  and  new 
supports  placed  underneath  the  building;  new  steps  constructed; 
a  stove  jacket  purchased  and  installed. 

The  usual  repairs  will  be  sufficient  for  the  coming  year,  except 
that  a  stove  jacket  is  needed  in  the  Bean's  Mills  school  building  and 
other  repairs  should  be  made  there.  A  matter  that  might  receive 
thoughtful  consideration  is  the  painting  of  the  Village  school  building 
and  the  repair  of  the  school  yard  fence  at  the  same  school. 
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MUSIC 

The  scholars  of  this  town  have  no  facilities  for  receiving  instruction 
in  vocal  music.  To  some,  this  may  seem  like  adding  another  burden 
to  the  already  over-burdened  taxpayer  and  another  subject  to  an 
already  overcrowded  school  curriculum.  To  one  who  is  coming  in 
constant  contact  with  schools  where  music  is  taught,  and  with  schools 
where  it  is  not  taught,  it  seems  a  most  desirable  addition  to  our 
regular  school  work.  The  steady  application  to  the  regular  studies 
cannot  do  other  than  confine  the  mind  of  the  child  to  a  narrow  channel 
of  thought.  Music  has  a  broadening  influence  over  the  mind  and 
thought  of  any  person,  child  or  adult,  whether  they  have  the  accom- 
plishment to  enter  into  its  rendition  or  not.  In  social  affairs  it  has  a 
most  happy  and  proper  sphere.  It  is  true  that  every  child  cannot  be 
taught  to  become  an  accomplished  musician,  but  every  child  can  be 
taught  to  have  an  appreciation  of  music,  and  many  can  become  fairly 
proficient  by  having  an  opportunity  to  receive  instruction.  To  those 
who  can  advance  in  its  study  and  become  reasonably  proficient  in  the 
subject,  it  is  a  lasting  delight  through  life,  and  to  those  who  cannot 
become  proficient,  it  affords  an  appreciation  of  a  most  interesting 
subject.  It  should  be  considered  the  duty  of  the  municipality  to 
afford  its  young  people  all  possible  advantages  in  an  educational  line. 
I  trust  you  will  give  the  matter  serious  consideration  in  making  your 
appropriations. 

HEALTH 

The  1919  session  of  the  Legislature  passed  a  law  providing  that 
after  September,  1920,  the  public  schools  of  the  State  should  incor- 
porate as  a  part  of  their  regular  instruction  such  courses  in  physical 
education  as  the  State  Superintendent  of  public  schools  shall  pres- 
scribe. 

A  manual  is  being  prepared  by  the  State  department  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  out  this  law.  In  the  preliminary  instructions,  it  is 
required  that  at  least  sixty  minutes  a  week  shall  be  devoted  to  this 
subject.  Clark's:  Physical  Training  for  Elementary  Schools,  has 
been  approved  for  use  in  the  schools.  This  book  has  been  placed  on 
the  desk  of  each  school-room. 
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The  subject  of  health  is  one  that  is  applicable  to  the  home  as  well 
as  the  school.  Prevention  is  far  better  than  attempted  cure.  The 
experience  of  passing  through  an  epidemic  of  the  diseases  of  infancy 
is  costly  to  any  community,  and  in  some  instances  an  experience 
sorely  to  be  remembered.  Instruction  in  improved  health  conditions, 
and  disease  preventatives,  is  utterly  useless  unless  it  received  the 
cordial  endorsement  and  assistance  of  the  parents  of  the  children. 
The  time  is  now  past  when  it  is  considered  advisable  to  expose  a 
child  to  the  contraction  of  any  disease,  however  much,  it  may  be 
considered  a  minor  disease.  So  far  as  it  is  possible,  the  health  of 
every  child  in  school  and  out  should  be  carefully  conserved  by  its 
parents.  Nothing  should  be  neglected  to  make  the  physical  develop- 
ment keep  in  progress  and  harmony  with  the  mental. 

The  law  provides  that  towns  may  employ  physicians  for  medical 
inspection  in  the  schools.  It  has  been  the  general  practice  in  many 
towns  to  have  only  the  eye  and  ear  test  given,  and  that  done  by  the 
teachers.  Many  times  when  recommendations  have  been  made  by 
teachers  to  parents  about  these  matters,  these  recommendations 
have  been  lightly  passed  over  or  entirely  ignored.  Parents  cannot 
afford  to  neglect  these  warnings.  It  is  possible  it  might  be  the  same 
if  a  school  physician  is  employed,  but  a  physician  may  discover  other 
minor  defects  that  would  readily  respond  to  treatment  in  childhood, 
but  which  might  become  serious  if  neglected. 

I  would  recommend  the  employment  of  a  school  physician  for 
medical  inspection  in  the  schools  of  this  town.

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These  recommendations  are  made  with  a  consideration  for  economy. 
They  may  appear  large,  but  the  expense  of  running  the  schools,  like 
private  business,  is  large.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  the  general 
reduction  in  teachers'  salaries  that  is  following  through  other  lines  of 
business.  Experience  in  the  school-room  is. at  a  premium  and  the 
town  is  fortunate,  indeed,  that  is  able  to  keep  its  schools  supplied 
with  teachers,  not  to  mention  the  fact  of  keeping  teachers  of  experi- 
ence. The  estimate  for  the  common  schools  is  based  on  an  expendi- 
ture of  approximately  $159.00  per  week  for  thirty-one  weeks.  This 
is  a  small  advance  over  the  average  for  past  year,  but  only  such  as 
may  reasonably  be  contemplated.  The  overdraft  is  not  taken  into 
consideration. 

I  desire  to  thank  all  those  who  have  assisted  in  promoting  the 
interests  of  the  schools,  and  extend  my  appreciation  for  all  courtesies 
extended  to  me  during  the  time  I  have  been  associated  with  your 
schools.

REPORT  OF  EAST  CORINTH  ACADEMY 


To  the  superintending  School  Committee  and  citizens  of  Corinth: 

I  hereby  submit  for  your  consideration  the  report  of  East  Corinth 
Academy  for  the  current  year. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  instructors  in  the  school  for  the  school 
year,  1920-21. 

Ralph  T.  Coffey,  B.  S.,  U.  of  M.,  In  Agriculture  and  Science. 
Beatrice  Palmer,  B.  A.,  U.  of  M.,  In  English,  French,  Latin. 
Martha  Palmer,  Castine  Normal,  In  Mathematics. 
Nettie  M.  Leathers,  Farmington  Normal,  In  Teacher  Training, 
History. 
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We  are  recognized  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  as  a 
Class  A,  High  school.  Our  school  is  also  recognized  by  the  New 
England  Board  of  Certificateship,  allowing  our  graduates  to  enter  any 
New  England  College.  We  are  also  approved  by  the  Maine  Board 
of  Vocational  Education. 

There  are  four  approved  courses,  namely:  English,  College 
Preparatory,  Agriculture  and  Teacher  Training.  Any  of  the  last 
named  three  will  fit  a  student  to  enter  college. 

The  total  number  of  students  registered  in  the  school  this  year  is  86. 
At  the  present  date,  February  15,  there  is  a  total  number  of  80, 
Fifty-eight  of  this  total  come  from  the  town  of  Corinth. 

The  Teacher  Training  Course  is  the  most  popular  among  the  girls. 
This  year  we  have  sixteen  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes  taking  that 
work.  Since  the  course  was  started  in  1916,  thirty-four  girls  have 
been  graduated.  Twenty-seven  of  these  are  now  teaching.  Many 
of  them  are  getting  better  salaries  than  is  received  by  most  graduates 
of  Business  Colleges.  This  course  has  done  much  to  relieve  the 
serious  shortage  of  Rural  Teachers  in  this  vicinity.  A  new  feature 
added  to  the  course  this  year  was  introduced  after  the  Xmas  holidays 
when  we  started  to  serve  hot  dinners  every  day.  This  work  is  done 
by  the  girls  of  the  training  course  and  as  all  but  about  twenty  of  our 
students  take  their  dinner  at  the  school  these  "feeds"  have  become 
very  popular. 

The  Agricultural  Course  is  the  most  popular  among  the  boys. 
There  are  thirty-one  boys  in  the  school  and  twenty-three  are  taking 
Agriculture.  During  the  fall  of  1919  we  started  the  Smith-Hughes 
Course  of  Agriculture.  Our  course  is  supervised  by  agents  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  A  specific  course  is  laid 
out  for  each  branch  of  the  work  and  we  are  required  to  live  up  to  a 
certain  standard  of  requirements  in  order  to  receive  financial  aid  from 
the  Federal  Government. 

The  most  important  requirement  is  the  "Home  Project."  Every 
boy  is  required  to  do  a  certain  amount  of  farm  work  at  home  along 
the  lines  of  study  he  is  taking  at  school  for  each  particular  year.  It  is 
believed  by  experts  in  Agricultural  Education  that  by  doing  this 
work  at  home  and  by  keeping  strict  accounts  as  to  time,  money  and 
material  used  that  the  boy  will  get  the  best  chance  to  make  practical 
use  of  the  theory  he  has  taken  in  the  class-room.    All  these  home 


Corinth  4 
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projects  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Agricultural  Instructor  and 
the  best  practices  of  modern  agriculture  are  encouraged  wherever  it  is 
practical  to  do  so. 

It  is  also  believed  that  when  these  boys  have  learned  by  this 
method  that  they  can  get  dollar  for  dollar,  equally  with  what  they 
can  get  in  the  city  offices  or  garage  and  still  have  the  freedom  of  the 
country,  that  we  will  have  no  difficulty  in  keeping  them  on  the  farm 
where  they  are  so  badly  needed.
